Cabiles
wore alok, nod buying orders in this and
other American tharkets were in wany lu-
stances sharply reduacsd.  Soveral housos
had buying orders for forelen awccount only,
plightly below the muarkot at Its lowest
point, however. The edge of the foreign
demand for Amerioan wheat at current
prices seems to have beon dulled for the mo-
ment. The interlor milling demand 18 also
reported to e less urgont, but as farmers in
the wintor wheat growing stites wiil by ou-
cupied in the near faturo fo sceding, It s
not expected that the forward movemant of
winter wheat will show any mcreaso. On
the contrary, popular expectation is thoe
other wauy, and u falling off in receipta
at primary winter wheat muarkets is counted
on. Thenorthwestern movement is decidedly
on the increase, and b promises to keep ot
flood tide for a long time aheal, unicss the
weather should become so bid as to choolk
deliveries, The temper of the trading crowd
wis bewrish for the start to-day, December
opened at T2ifo, with sales immediately at
7d%c. Tho market touched WEige vefors the
decline was checked, 1t pallied 1o 7305c nnd
then turned down again, goiug to 78¢, John-
son undertook to peg the market at 715e and
was the biggest buyer in the pit.  His brok-
ers bought ail day, but they coald not or did
not stem  the tide, Slight ratlies ware fre-
fuent, but the tone of the market was heavy
throughout the session.  Decenmber elosed at
RIS 0.
